AN ACT to amend chapter forty-six (4G), of the general laws of 1869
entitled, ¢ An act to Emtect the land and timber thereon granted to
the 8t. Croix and l.ake Superior Railroad Company.”’

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

Secrtion 1. Section two (2), of chapter forty six
(46), of the general laws of 1869, entitled, an uct to
protect the lands and timber thereon granted to the
St. Croix and Lake Superior Railroad Company, is
hereby amended by adding to said section the follow-
ing; provided, that each of said agents shall, before
entering upon the duties of his office, give a bond to
the State of Wisconsin in such sum as the go rernor

. may determine, with not less than two sureties, who

shall be resident freeholders of the state, conditioned
that said agent shall faithfully discharge the duties
of his office; that all persons emploved by him shall
faithfully perform their duties and trusts; that he
will deliver over to his successor in office, or to any
other person authorized Ly law to receive the same,
all timber, logs, moneys, books, records, maps, papers
and other articles and effects belonging to his office
or to the state in his charge or under his control, and
to secure any and all sums of money which shall
come into his possession by virtue of iis said office,
which bond shall be approved by the governor, and
shall be deposited in the executive office.

Section 2. This act shall take effect and be in foree
from and after its passage and publication.
